Mr. Walkem, it is expected, -will ac- 
cept the task of forming a ministry 
next week. It will be his duty to call 
to his aF.s.'stauce a siifiicieiit nuinbor of 

• the members of the Hou-se to fill the 
remaining Cal)inet seats. A nienibor 
to be entitled to a seat in a Ministry 
should have '^claims" _ that the ruling 
party must recognize. Sometimes 
"claims" take the form of important 
services rendered the dominant party; 
at others, they arebasfdou the strength 
of the "following" of the a.spirant. 
By "following" is meant the number of 
moBibprs "whose votes ho can influence 
or control in the House ; and often the 
last qualification thought of is the pe- 
culiar fitness of the aspirant for the po- 
■ition he may covet. Expediency is 
the first thing to be considered; and 
when expediency dictates to a not 
over-scrupulous., Premier a certain 
course, all other considerations 
take a . biick scat. The' party led by 
Mr. Walkeni will have groat ai)parcut 
numerical strength in the House; and a 
casual observer would imagine llmt lie 
M-ill have little diflieulty in forming a 
IMinistry. But tliero is just where his 
real difliculties will commence. It is 
taken for granted by some that there 
■will bo but three portfolios. We in- 
cline to the opinion that there will be 
four portfolios, for in what other way 
can the "claims" of all the aspirants bu 
met and what is called Justico be meted 
out to all sections alike ? Public o[)iuion 
points to Mr. Beaven as a Minister. His 
"claims" are of such a nature that they 
cannot be passed over, nor would it be 
.safe to do so, as lie has the requisite 
following. Dr. Ash, also, has "claim.s." 
He was a former IMinistcr and dis- 
charged the duties fairly well, albeit 
his disposition is not of tlie sweetest 
nor are his mamiei-s Chestorfieldian; but 
ho lacks one essential — he has no fol- 

• lowing. Therefore, should he be passed 
over and go into opposition lie would 
take only Dr. .iVsh with him. It 
is possible that the doctor might accept 
the Speakership at a reduced salary; 
but Mr. Drummond — who has probably 
had more experience as a presiding 
officer than any other member of the 
present House — has friends who, should 
he fail to be a.sked to take a portfolio, 
would warmly press bis claims to. the 
position' of First Coniinoner. Next, 
we find Mr. Humphreys with a follow- 
ing .of five (including his own vote) in 
a position to denumd the pick of the seats 
in the now Cabinet, and his friends say 
tliat if his claims are not recognized by 
Mr. Walkem the status of the Ministry 
will be seriously .shaken in the first 
session and entirely destroyed in the 
second. If we turn to the jNIainland 
there is JTr. Saul of Lillooet, who, hav- 
ing supported ISIr. Walkem's jMinistry 
through three sessions of a former 
House, lias "claims;" and Mr. Galbraitli 

'of Kootenay who, it is suppo.sed, would 
jirefer a Cabinet seat to bull-punching. 
With so nmny aspirants in the field for 
three seats and the Sjieakerslii]), it will 
be readily discerned that Mr. Walkem 
— should he hold to the principle of 
having only three ^Ministers and select 
his colleagues on strict party lines — 
will have more than a peek of trouble 
on his bauds. Talk about making two 
bites of a cherry 1 It would not be a 
circumstance to seven ablebodied men 
\vith empty stomachs nibbling at three 
Ministerial cheeses and a Speaker's hat. 



THE FISHERIES. 



Wo give the last warning it will be 
possible to sound during the present 
season. The run of salmon to the 
Eraser is about to begin and in a few 
days the fishermen will be absorbed in 
the seductive pursuit of coaxing the 
finny tribe to enter their cans and 
pickling tubs. It becomes now the 
duty of tlio legally-constituted oilicer to 
impose such restrictions and regulations 
on the fishermen as will guard against 
a wanton destruction of fishlife. Last 
summer thousands of salmon were 
sacrificed through the want of .proper 
facilities at the canneries to preserve the 
fisli as fast as they were brought in by 
the boats. As many as 5,000 dead 
salmon were thrown back into tlie 
Eraser in a single day, and the sui-faco 
of the wilter and the - river-banks were 
redolent "vvith the smell of decaying 
fish for many days. E\'eryono will 
say that this ought not to l»e — that 
tliero should be no more fish taken in 
one day than tliere are means at hand 
to cure before they have pjassed the 
stage when curing becomes possible 
A spirit of rivalry between boats as to 
the number of lish each can catch in a 
single day or night, or tlie aggregate 
number each will capture in the cour.se 
of the season, has been the fruitful 
source of injury to the fishing interest. 
It may tickle the vanity of a fisherman 
to be told that he is the "smartest" 
fisherman, on the river, and to know 
that. M' such his services are sought 
. • after by rival companies at the top rates 
• ot compensation; but the country, which 
sees its su[)ply of fishlife decreasing 
year liy year, lias to pay for the j)or- 
sonal gratification of the fisherman, to 
, sustain whoso reputation many thous- 
and salmon niust unnecessarily sun-end- 
or their lives. It is understood that n code 
of regulations and rules for the guid- 
ance b? l^'raser Eiver fishermen lias 
been adopted. What are tiio require- 
ments of that code is not at present 
known here; but it is hoped that it will 
bo effectiuil in checking, if it does not 
entirely ])revent, a repetition of the 
wholesale slaughter of the innocents 
that went on last summer on Eraser 
lliver. The experience of Columbia 
lliver (not to mention that of eastern 
Htreams) should serve as a warning to 
the people of Britisli Columbia to insist 
upon the protection and preservation of 
tt resource jvliich is rapidly becoming a 
staple, and wliich may, by the exercise 



of a little care and humanity, be made 
a permanent and reliable industry. To 
insure this eiid the people should co- 
operate with tlie superintendent or 
overseer in punishing infi-actions of the 
rules and regulations as laid down by 
the fishery commis.sioner. No more 
important matter could engage the at- 
tention of lavrmak^ and la^vdispenseis 
than the preservation of the salmon 
that resort to the rivers and creeks of 
the Province. A certain amount of waste 
and loss will occur even with the ex- 
ercise of the strictest precautions; it is 
not of such we speak. It is of wanton, 
wilful destruction engendered by a 
sjiirit of rivalry and winked at by the 
people who tacitly assent co the wring- 
ing of the neck of the goose that has 
laid the golden egg, and calmly see the 
eirg thrown uwav besides. 



THE FZBST BOTSSOBILD. 



Ho-w tho Qroat Banking Sonso oamo to 
Ezlst— Skotoli of Zileyor Aaslem, its 
rounder. 

We find a lengthy history of the 
great house of Rothschild in the New 
York Times, from whicli we extract 
tlic following interesting account of 

the founder of tlie firm: 

The founder of the family, iVIeycr 
Anslem Rothschild, Baron of the Aus- 
trian Empire, was born in IT!.'!, in the 
Judengasae or Jews Alley, of Fraiik- 
fort-on-the-AIain. The house in which 
he first saw the light of day was a hum- 
ble anil unprctiMiding dwelling in an 
obscure and dirty quarter of the city. 
His father, Anslem Sloses, a shrewd 
but conscientiously honest trading Isra- 
elite, intended him for tlie ministry, 
and so dearly had ho .set his heart on 
this calling for his son that on his 
death-betl he counselled the youtliful 
jNleyer, then only 1 3 years of age, to 
proceed to Eurth, in Bavaria, there to 
study theology, in order to become a 
rabbi. Provided with the necessary 
means, the or[)lian, obeyed the wish of 
his deceased father, and spent .some 
time m the study of tlie Talmud and 
Rabbinical literature. Having, how- 
over, imbibed a taste for commercial 
pursuits, which all the' honors of a pro- 
fessional life were in.suflicent to eradi- 
cate, ho abandoned the idea of entering 
the ministry, and returned to his native 
city, where, commericing at the lowest 
round of the ladder, he steadily ami 
perseveringly mourited, until, by the 
time he had reached his sovonteontli 
year he had gained an excellent reput- 
ation for business ability and wliole- 
.souled integrity. A prominent banker 
of Hanover, llerr Oi>i)enhiem, becoming 
acquainted with tlie young man 
and detecting in liim the germs of. fu- 
ture greatness, ofiered him a situation 
which was at once accepted. Soon the 
clerk(gained theconfideneeof tlioenqiloy- 
er and became associate manager, which 
position he held for many years, until 
finally ho resolved to return to Frank- 
fort and embark in business on his own 
account. In liis twenty-seventh year he 
mai-riod Cudula Schwapper,and rccci\ (>il 
with her a liberal dowry. By this es- 
timable lady he had ten children, live 
sons and five daughters. The former 
of these subsequently composed that 
firm which, descending from generation 
to generation, is likely to survive as 
long as many of the Royal dynasties. 

Meyer Anslem embarked in finaitce 
and became a money-changer and ex- 
change broker, which business naturally 
deveio])ed into all the branches of 
general liaiiking. About this time ;in 
event occurred which e.tercised a power- 
ful influence In determining the future 
of Rotlischild and laying the basis 
for his immen.se wealth. Tlie Land- 
grave of Ho.sso Cassel, William IX., 
who afterward l)ecanie Elector under 
the title of William, .seeking a bank- 
er with whom to deposit the vast sums 
of money inherited from his father, 
Fre<lerick II., sent for Rothschild, who 
had been reconnnended to him liy 
Baron EstorfV, the latter having 
learned the banker's worth while 
he was yet a clerk with Herr Oi)pen- 
heim. On reaching the palace and en- 
tering the apartment of the Prince, 
Rotlischild found him and the Baron 
engaged in a game of chess. Taking 
u[) a position bchmd the Landgrave's 
chair, the future millionaire watched 
the board closely and silently. The 
game was against William, who, at 
length in doubt wliat move to makf, 
turned to the banker, and suddenly 
asked him if he understood chess. 
"Well enough, your Highnes.s," he re- 
plied, "to induce me, were I jdaying, to 
castle on the king's side." The Prince 
acted on the suggestion of his visitor, 
and turned defeat into victory. Plac- 
ing his hands on Rothschild's shoulder, 
"You are a wise man," .said he, "and if 
vou are so good a chess-player, you 
must have a very clear head for busi- 
ness." 

Trifling as tlie incident was, it was 
the commencement of a friendship be- 
tween the Prince and Rothschild, who 
was soon ay]iointed the royal banker, 
to the no small surprise of his competi- 
tors, who all wondered why William 
should jiass them by and select the He- 
brew for so responsible and confidenti- 
al a position. About .$10,000,000 were 
thus transferred to the keeping of the 
banker. He proved worthy of the 
great trust, for he served the Landgrave 
through his later trouble?, \vithsseal and 
fidelity, and was the means of saving 
his wealth from falling into the hands 
of the French. Napoleon, after the 
battle of Jena, in ISOG, pronounced 
the forfeiture of the Landgrave's es- 
tates, and ordered his army to march 
on to the cajiital. William, wlio had 
in his palace vaults about .£1,000,000 
in silver together with other valuables 
sent, in his extremity, for Rothschild, 
and offered liiin the free use of all his 
property without interest, if he would 
but remove it to e, ])lace of safety. 
This, with the aid of his Jewish friends, 
the banker succeeded in accomplishing, 
and it is said that during the hostile 
occupatioii of tlie, city by the French, 
the treasui'e wiis concealed in largo 
wine-easks in the cellar of Rothscliild's 
house. 



When, however, eight years after- 
ward, William';- returned as Elector, 
Meyer Anselm'was'dead, hut his • eld- 
est son, Anselni, accounted for every 
kreutzer, and furnished the Elector 
with a full statement of his wealtlv, to 
which was adiled the interest. This 
latter, howe\-cr, William declined to re- 
ceive, on the gr ound tliat he would 
have lost everything had it not been 
for the fidelity of the father. The full 
amount was just ready for delivery 
when the news arrived that the great 
Corsican had escaped from Elb.i. This 
so alarmed William that he begged Au- 
selm Rothschild to continue to keep 
the money at two per cent, interest per 
annum. For a ]ieriod of no less than 
nine years this large dejiosit continued 
to remain witli the firm, at the expira- 
tion of which time it was delivered to 
William's successor, every penny there- 
of being strictly accounted for. 

Meyer Rothschild died in the old 
house in the Judengasse in 1813, being 
then in his seventieth year. His widow 
survived him thirty-seven years, and 
when nearly 100 years okl she, too, 
died in the same dwelling in which she 
and her husband had lived, in whicli 
her children had been born, and whore 
they had all had such remarkable pros- 
lierity. The wealth left by the founder 
of the familv has been estimated at 
820,000,000,' Imt this is merely 
conjecture, for upon such matters it 
has always been the policy of the fami- 
ly to preserve a strict silence. Of their 
numerous agents, accountants and em- 
ployes, there is, perhaps, not one that 
knows anything of their private aflairs 
beyond what is actually indesjiensable 
for the proper ])erformance of the busi- 
ness upon which each uiay be engaged. 
Be this as it may, however, it is certain 
that the old Rotlischild was possessed 
of vast wealth, and that, to his credit 
be it said, he made good use of it. His 
heart was ever ready to respond to the 
call of the deserving, and it was his 
greatest delight to disjieiise his charity 
where it was most needeil, and in a 
manner so plain and unostentatious 
that often the hai)py recijiient was ig- 
norant of tlu^ donor. Through the 
wretched ((uarter in which he dwelt, 
anil through the many aliodes of ]iover- 
ty that existed in Frankfort, the mil- 
lionaire hanker would waiuler at night, 
thrusting money into the hands of the 
needy, distributfng alms bountifully al- 
most before tliey wei^ solicitetl, and 
stopping neither to enquire into the 
creed or nationality of the recipient nor 
to receive gratitude for his generous 
deeil.s. Like many of lii.s ebaritabhi 
coreligionists, he believed that tlii! 
truest charity, which is most acceptable 
in the sight of God, is not that which 
is paraded in the juiblie id iiit or in the 
open liglit of day before an ndmii'ing 
multitude, but that which is done by 
stealth, which no eye seeth save that 
Eternal Eye whicli neither sleepeth nor 
slumbereth.

On and after the first of tho 
coining month (which is ominously near), 
tho service via Piiget Sound, in default 
of an arrangeiiioiit being conio to by tho 
Canadian Cloverniiient, will cease. .V daily 
mail will he carried to Port Towiisond; 
but the Mteamers employed to carry it will 
ntjt cross to Victoria. Mails for Britisli 
Columbia, if brought as far as Port Town- 
send, will lie tliere u"til hmuglit nver by 
special conveyaii' . Victoria. Wo won- 
der if any of our ]iulilic men have thought 
it worth their while to direct the attention 
of the (.)ttiiwa Ooverniiieiit to Article 4, 
quoted above. Tho Dominion is clearly 
bound to provide for a continuance of tho 
OTrt Sound service; and if they contemplato 
an aiTaiigenient with the mail contractor 
they should ;it the same tiiuo ascortAiii if 
the advantages of a daily mail cannot bo 
secured for u siiuill additional rate of com- 
pensation.

Tho Bail-^ay and Ohinoso Labor. 



Editoe Colonist: — It has always 
appeared to mo a luattor of vital im- 
portance to this Province that in tlie 
event of the Dominion Governinont 
eomnieneiiig railway construction tiio 
work should bo done ])y European, 
ratlior than Ghiiio.so labor; hit it not bo 
supposed that in thus speaking I cntiir- 
tain any unworthy prejudice against 
Ohinanioii. But in the construction of 
our Intercolonial Railway I desiro to 
kIiow why they aro "not tho men for 
Galway" and wliy Eurojiean labor is 
distinct! entitled to tlin jireferoncc, and 
I begin with considoration of this li^st 
nameil labor first. Well now, ono of 
tlio first advantages of tho employment 
of European labor is tho probability, 
(I may say the certainty) that it would 
add greatly to our population, bo the 
mean.s of developing the resources of 
tho country, by the introduction of Bot- 
tlers and in this way not only furnish 
traflic to tho railway, but what from a 
dominion.al point of view,- should be a 
matter of importance, it would iucroaso 
tlie revenue. The ono great want of 
this Province is poinilation. It has al- 
ways been felt that it has tlio moans of 
furnishing happy homes for additional 
thousands, and all required to conduce 
to that desirable re.sult is population. 
Now this proposed railway construction, 
properly managed, would inaugurate a 
new era, and be the .steppiiig-stono to a 
new and improved future. In short 
our railway movenioiit hero, should liave 
precisely tho samo happy otioct that tlio 
discovery of gold did for Australia, it 
should bring the population so much need- 
ed. 

Tho opportunity, then, I subinit, is fur- 
nished by construction of tho railway, 
which would necessarily givo employinont 
to thousands for tho introduction of this 
required ])opulation. If this be ao, shall 
we allow, tho golden opportunity to pass, 
and overlook tho fact, that if there bo a 
"tido in tho affairs of men" that availe/1 
of leads on to fortune, it is equally true as 
applicable tocomiiiunitiea. Now not only, 
should there be a strong but a united 
voice from this Province to Ottawa iu fa- 
vor of European labor in the building of 
tho railway, and our Government as 
well as our ropresontativos to Ottawa 
should be thus cliarged. Fow words only 
aro necosaary to show tho impolicy, nay 
the folish, suicidal policy of employing 
ChinosQ labor in this important Undertak- 
ing. For instance, if it wore known that 
this kind of labor were acceptable, it 
would servo as a signal for tliis Province 
to bo inundated with Cliinamen, who 
would be anything l)ut desiraldo settlors, 
who would bring witli thim no families, 
and who would be more objectionable if 
thoy did. Tho railway an .accoinplishcd 
fact with its benefits of quickness of tran- 
sit, would bo a poor accomplishment if it 
brought in its tr.ain liordos of Chinamen, to 
tho dotrimoiit of more legitimate settlors. 
In fino tlie advantages to tlio interests of 
this Province if our railway is accomplished 
as the work of European labor rather than 
by tliat of Chineso, are so groat that tho dif- 
ference of cost (if any) is not worth seri- 
ous consideration. W.K.B.

nrSMARCK'S DOG ATTACKS OORT- 
son A KOFF. 



London, June 19. — Tho Congress is ex- 
pected to last many weeks. Bulgaria is 
tho subject for to-day's session. The 
Times says it is (;haracteristic of Prince 
Bismarck that ho bronglit the Congress at 
onco face to face with the chief dilliculty. 
It lias to bo overcome, for however preg- 
nant the Asiatic question may bo with impor- 
tance and uncertainty of its ultimate re- 
sults with .tho proposed reorganization "of 
Bulgaria, the (piostion is simply whether 
Europe or Russia sliall receive preponder- 
ant influence in European Turkey. Tho 
Congress could not deal hastily or rap- 
idly with a question so important and so 
complex. Its delays and frequent ad- 
journmonts, so far from suggesting unfa- 
vorable issue, oiil}' show that tho Congress 
ia real, not merely a formal assembly, and 
that it will enter thoroughly into ques- 
tions Bubiiiitted to it. The truth ia it 
would be iiiiposaiblo to bring together a 
body of sudi powerful statesmen merely 
to ratify a foregone conclusion. Tlie bal- 
ance of tho opinions pronounced at the 
Congress will bo quite distinct from the 
views of particular states and Austria 
still insists that Russian occupation of 
Bulgaria sliall cease on conclusion of dofi- 
nito poaco. 

An authorized contmdiction is given to 
tho report that the Turkish plenipoten- 
tiaries had been instructed to withdraw 
from tho Congress and to declare Turkey 
preferred to abide by tho terms of tho 
treatfy' of San Stefano if congress voted to 
grant autonomy to Epirius, Tliessaly, 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Br.ULiN, June 19. — During an interview- 
on Sunday between Bismarck and .Gorts- 
chakofl', tlio large Danish dog of Bismarck's 
made a furious attack on Gortschakoff, 
who was rescued after considerable 
trouble.

us anything found in tlioimges of fiction: 

In yesterday'.s Gomnwrchd app(;ared 
the full account of the funeral of Hon. 
J. Scott Harrison, at North Bend, In- 
diana, together with lii.s own reininiiv 
cences of his acquaintance with Indians 
in tho days of his father, General, 
(President) irarri.son. 

In tlie .same iiapcr, on aiiotlier page, 
a])])eared the following item, gleaned 
at a Into hour of the night by one of 
our reporter.s: 

A case of body -snatching has recently 
occurred at North Bend. Some of the 
relative.s are iu the city, and should the 
body be found thoy promise to make 
it warm for the.'ofl'ciulers. 

In a recent issue of tlie Ciunriu'rciii/ 
apjieared the following doatb notice: 

13kvin — Departed tliis life, Saturday, 
May IS, S. Augustus, .son of Amanda 
B. and tlio late Win. B. Devin, form- 
t;rly of this city, aged 23 years. 

Funeral at 1 1 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing from Clove.s Presbyterian Church. 
Friends are invited. 

It was Devin's body that was re- 
ferred to. 

At the cemetery at North Bend, day 
before yesterday, during tho funeral of 
Mi*. Harrison, it wn.s noticed that young 
Devin's grave had been di.sturlied. 
The indications were that it had been 
robbed by body-snatch er.s. Some 
thought that only hogs had been at 
work, upro 'tLng the oartii. A close 
investigation, iiowever, revealed that 
the grave had been indeed desecratod 
and the body stolen. The first kindly 
impulse was to liu.sli thematter, or at 
least make every eflbrt to keep the ter- 
rible news from llie widowed motlior of 
young Devin, and to hiakc immediato 
and thovougli search for the body 



through the medical colleges of Cincin- 
nuti. 

SEARCH FOR A CORPSE. 

Evening before last, ns soon as poss- 
ible after the funeral of Mr. Harrison, 
one of lii.s sons, J olin Harrison, came 
up, accompanied by George Eaton, to 
look for Devin's body. Yesterday, 
armed with a Eoarch warrant from 
Siiuire Lacey and others, they start- 
ed out on tlioir search. The first 
college they entered was the Ohio 
iMeilical, on Sixth street, between Vine 
and Race streets, south side. At three 
o'clock that morning a wagon had been 
seen to pass through ♦he alley on the 
south of this edifice. It had stoiijied 
at the door in the hall through wliicli 
subjects arc dumped tliere, soine- 
tliing taken out of it, and then it ratt- 
tled on. But this did not .suggest that 
young Devin's body was there. Ou 
the contrary, it was supposed that it 
must havo been taken to a coUego at 
least ft day or two, if not much sooner, 
before. 

A coni|)l(>te search was made 
throughout tlio various rooms of the 
college, the janitor, (Alarshall) showing 
them the way. Marshall protested 
that there was no body in the building. 
A lantern was procured, and the dark- 
ness of the "chute" and the hole below 
was invaded and still there was no 
trace of any body. 

STARTLING DENOUEMKNT THE BODY 

TUAT WAS FOUND. 

At last, wlien tho building was thor- 
oughly ransacked, and they were about 
to abandon the search there, constable 

Lacy suggested that as the ro[)o at- 
tached to the windlass was taut, there 
might be something attached to the end 
of it. The rojie was accordingly liaul- 
ed uj). Detective Suelbaker, who had 
been called in by Lacy, and an as.sist 
ant doing the hauling. 

As thoy pulled at tho windlass, slow- 
ly, it was evident there was a heavy 
weight at the end of tho rope. At 
last there emerged into the light 
through tho opening a cloth under 
which was a body. The cloth covered 
the head and shoulders ; then came tho 
body evidently that of a very old man. 
ilr. Harrison said: "That's an old man; 
we're after a young man." The Con- 
stable .said: "Never mind, we'll see 
what it is." Tlioii he ordered the jani- 
tor to assist them in taking tho body 
out on the floor. This done, Lacy, 
with a .stick cast aside the cloth. As 
he did so Harrison cauglit sight of the 
face,and started back with aery of hor- 
ror, and exclaimed : "My God, that's 
my father !" 

Harrison, writh eyes starting from 
their sockets, shrank, almost in fear, 
from the awful spectacle that was pre- 
sented. He had before him — ho who 
liad sought for the body of a poor wid- 
ow's boy — tho corjiso of his own old 
father, -whom he liad entombed only 
twenty hours before. It was there, 
caught by a rope around its neck — 
tliere in a black hole in the Oliio Med- 
ical, in.tho city of Cincuinati, this 
body that the day before, had been 
placed in a grave at North Bend, Indi- 
ana, bricked in, covered with nearly a 
ton of stone slabs, cemented and then 
covered with earth. 



lliciniOND (Va.), June 1. — Two 
tramps met with' a deserved fate at tho 
hands of a plucky widow whom they 
attempted to rob near Tazewell Court 
House, in this State, last niglit. For 
several days past, Mrs. Becky Baldwin, 
a young widow, living a few miles 
from tb.'it ])lace, had observed three 
suspicious looking tramps lurking 
aboutJier premises. On yesterday the 
three men came to the house, and re- 
quested the woman to change a ten-ilol- 
lar bill for them, wliicli she did, but 
unfortunately displayed a considerable 
amount of money in their iirosencn. 
At a late liour last night, tho tramps 
again visited the widow's house. Mrs. 
Baldwin seeing them approaching,' 
made fast the doors. The men being 
refused admittance, battered down tho 
door and entered. As two came in, 
tin; woman throw the pocket-book con- 
taining all her money, into tlie firo. 
One of the villians stooped to snateli 
the money from the flames and as he 
did so, the plucky woman dealt him a 
blow with an axo, .severing his head 
from his shoulders. Ono of the man's 
comrades came to tlie rescue, and was 
in. turn disposed of by tlie wiilow by 
well directed blows on the shouhlers 
and chest -with her weapon, nearly sev- 
ering one arm, and inflicting fearful 
gashes about the man's head and body. 
Tlie third tramp, wlio liad been left on 
guard on the outside of the house to 
jirevent the robbers from being sur- 
]iriscd liy persons who miglit be pas- 
sing along the road, hearing tlie scuf- 
fle, which bloody in its results as it 
was, only occupied a few minutes, 
came to the succor of his fallen com- 
rades, when a .fight commenced be- 
tween Mrs. Baldwin and tho remaining 
tramp. The plucky woman, being 
wounded in several jilnces and e.xliaust- 
ed, was easily disposed of by tho man, 
who stabbed her three times in the 
back and shoulder,^d flied, leaving his 
companions on the flooi*. Neighbors 
visiting tho woman's house this morn- 
ing discovered the dead bodies of tho 
two tramps and the woman in a dying 
condition, wdio related tho facts as given. 
A vigilance committee was formed and 
search instituted for tho fleeii^ tramp. 
If found, he ■will bo lynched on the 
spot. Mrs. Baldwin, died this evening.
